FALL ORDERS. 





Tue travellers have this year started out un- 
usually early for the fall season, many of them so 
early as the middle of July, and are especially en- | 
terprising at the West in pushing the unusual | 
number of juveniles now in competition. The | 
orders are in general much heavier than last | 
year, and Chicago in particular is reported as | 
buying largely, though the concentration of busi- | 
ness there in few hands naturally makes indi- | 
vidual bills heavier.

Customers, 
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not keep in stock the books likely to be called 
for, takes a mistaken view of the nature of his 
business. On the borderland, as it is, between 
the staples and the luxuries, the customer must 
be induced to buy by bringing the goods before 
him: it is not the case of the barrel of flour, 
which he must have. Sales are often lost, not 
simply to the individual dealer first sought, but 
altogether, by failure to show the desired book. 
This is particularly true of the holiday trade, 
which is easily diverted to purchases in other 
lines of business. 

On the other hand, of course, it does only 
harm for the dealer to load himself with over- 
quantities, or lines that he cannot push, simply 
because they are ‘‘cheap.” This is alike dis- 
astrous to him and to the publisher, who thus 
locks up the capital which the retailer should 
turn over three or four times a year. Forced 
sales and easy credit are certain to be dis- 
astrous in the long-run. Any one can make 
sales, wholesaler or retailer, if he trusts people 
who ought not to be trusted, or if he sells ‘‘ be- 
low cost.” But this is not the kind of business 
to be desired or encouraged. It is here that 
the policy of the trade, as to undersellers, has 
been weak. 

It goes without saying that the retailer cannot 
be expected to lay in stock, on books called for 
by title, if he lives in fear that the wholesaler 
will undersell him with his own customer. This 
has been a large part of the difficulty, and it is 
for the wholesale trade to give practical assur- 
They can very well afford 
to lose the picayune profit made in this way in 
view of the great profit in making the retail 
trade again alive and enterprising. 

There has been one growing custom in the 
trade, consequent upon the cautiousness of re- 
tailers, which is already a serious abuse—the 
custom of ordering one book at a time, often 
from the publisher, while the jobber from whom 
one or two fair purchases are made during the 
whole year is expected to furnish the labor, 
paper, twine, cartage, etc., to forward these 
disjecta membra of scattered lots in one parcel. 
Even the jobbers themselves have got in the 
habit of ordering one, two, or three books at a 
time from a publisher, though the book is one 
On such minute 
orders ‘“‘first lot” prices or the biggest dis- 
counts are often claimed. ‘The result is that 
jobbers are asked to do the very work on which 
they expect to make the jobber’s margin, abso- 
lutely for less than nothing. The result must 
be sooner or later a shipping charge on the 
part of jobbers and a rigid decrease of. dis- 
counts by publishers on small orders. A kin- 
dred evil is the extravagant and foolish habit of 
keeping stocks so low on books of active de- 
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mand as to necessitate telegraphing for single im 
copies.

A GREAT MAP ESTABLISHMENT. 


THE map-publishing firm of Messrs. W. & 
A. K. Johnston, of Edinburgh and London, 
probably contests with the German house of 
Perthes the honor of being the largest manu- 
facturing cartographers in the world. The 
Johnston firm has recently built new works in 
the vicinity of Edinburgh, on the east side of 
Easter Road, about half way between the Scot- 
tish metropolis and the town of Leith. As 
these works have been built for the express 
purpose of map-production, the following ac- 
count of them, which we condense from the 
Printing Times, London, will not be uninterest- 
ing to our readers. It is worth noting by 
American publishers that this house offers 
special facilities for supplying maps in quantity 
for editions of books. 

The premises consist of a large building, 320 
feet long by 66 feet wide, two stories in height, 
and having a southern wing 45 feet long. The 
building is of brick, with ornamental stone and 


business-books, etc.; this safe is cut off from 





a large stock-room for sheet stock, all atlases, 
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added, the building of which could be so con. 
ducted that no part of the business would be 


interrupted ; a further advantage of the flat 
roof is that all the rain-water is utilized, being 
run off into an enormous tank situated above 
the engine-house. A large fire-proof safe has 
been constructed at one end of the building 
in which are kept all copper-plates, stereos, 



























































the main building by double iron doors: the 
walls are fully 3 feet thick, the roof is concrete, 
and it has an external iron door, so that in the 
event of a fire it could be cleared from the out. 
side. The constant use of spirit varnish in the 
mounting departments requires that extra care 
against fire should be exercised. 

The engine-house is a separate structure; 
and in close proximity to it, but detached from 
the main building, there is a range of build. 
ings, consisting of the packing-case and lum 
ber-shed, globe-makers’ room, joiners’ room, 
boiler-house (with chimney-stalk 100 feet high), 
and workpeople’s recreation-room. 

The partitions throughout the works are 
lightly constructed of wood and glass, and 
have no connection with the structure either of 
the walls or floors, the advantage of this 
being that any room can be increased o 
diminished, if required, with very little ex- 
pense. 

On the ground-floor four rooms are used for 
office purposes, etc. Next comes the electro- 
typing-room, where electrotypes are made, and 
surfaced with a thin film of steel if necessary; 
zinc blocks are also made here of any map or 
other matter requiring to be printed along with 
type. Next, one enters the lithographic 
draughtsmen’s room, adjoining which is the 
color draughtsmen’s room. Both of these 
rooms have a perfect light from the north and 
east and are shut off from the lithographic 
printing-house by large doors, but the stones 
can be wheeled from one department to the 
other without any lifting. The lithographic 
printing-department is a spacious room aboul 
150 feet long by 66 feet wide. Ten steam- 
machines are ranged in one line on the north 
side, the south side being fully occupied by 
numerous hand-presses, transferring-presses, 
etc., etc. Leading off the press-room |s # 
apartment occupied by hand-colorers, it being 
cheaper in the case of short numbers to color 
by hand than to print. Adjoining the colorers 
room is the warehouse, where a stock of pape 
for lithographic and other purposes |S stored ; 
and terminating the ground-floor of the build- 
ing to the west side is a very large stock-r00™, 
to be used entirely for bound stock and mount 
maps. f all 

On the upper story to the west is, first 0! @” 
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attention to the production of maps and atlases, 
and more maps leave their premises than those 
of any other firm in Great Britain. It is no 
exaggeration to say that in one way and another 
about twenty millions of maps are annually 
printed at this establishment, and many of 
these are exported to America and the Colo- 
nies. Messrs. W. & A. K. Johnston have under 
their roof all the facilities for compiling a map 
of almost any part of the globe, engraving it, 
printing it in colors, and mounting it ready for 
sale. Occasionally maps are required in oiher 
than English characters; for example, an edi- 
tion of a Bible Atlas was lately produced here 
in Swedish ; as well as editions of two atlases 
printed (and engraved) in French for a firm in 
Paris; and there are at present in hand a 
school map in a native Indian character and a 
series of Bible maps in Gaelic. 


maps, and books after printing being carefully 
arranged on racks in this room; adjoining is 
the photographic-room. This room has a very 
erfect light, the roof being one large cupola, 
in addition to a range of windows to the north, 
photo-lithography now forming a very impor- 
tant branch of the business. Next comes the 
varnishing-room, with extra coils of steam-pipes 
to dry as rapidly as possible varnished maps, 
etc. The centre of the upper story is a room 
over the press-room, and about the same size ; 
itis occupied by map-mounters, bookbinders, 
and bookfulders, the machinery consisting of 
guillotines, blocking-presses, perforating-ma- 
chines, etc., all the necessary machines for 
bookbinding having a place. Fully 30,000 
large mounted maps for schools, etc., will an- 
nually be mounted in this room ; and the calico 
used for mounting purposes, if rolled out in an 
endless web, would be about fifteen miles in 
length. Next comes the copperplate-printers’ 
room, where the printing of bank-notes, book- 
plates, etc., is done; a very large number of 
notes are printed here for Scotch, English, and 
Colonial banks. Adjoining this is a room de- 
voted to letterpress printing and the numbering 
of notes and checks; the colored protection- 
letters across the notes are also printed here, 
and to the east is a large drying-room with 
double-coiled steam-pipes. Completing the 
east end of the building is the engravers’ room. 
In this room there is constantly employed per- 
haps the largest staff of engravers in Great 
Britain, who are engaged in engraving new 
maps and making additions to old plates when 
necessary. To the south is a room used by 
geographical draughtsmen, and containing a 
library of many thousands of maps of all parts 
of the world. Every map before going to press 
isexamined here, in order that all new dis- 
coveries and changes may be carefully em- 
bodied. 

The comfort of the workpeople has been 
studied.in every detail, the latest improvements 
in ventilation having been adopted. 

The building is lighted in winter by a new 
patent burner, consisting of three ordinary 
burners whose lights are concentrated, forming 
one flame, and effecting a very considerable 
Saving over the ordinary single lights. As a 
prevention against fire there are numerous fire- 
cocks at convenient parts of the building, with 
suitable hose and hand pumps.
